Let Them Work 


Some people over 65 may not be able to <!<» a full day s 
work, especially of physical labor, but everyone knows many 
who can. 
Professional and clerical people in their sixties 
often not only have all their wits about them but possess 
skills and judgment that make them highly useful to their 
employers. 
It seems cruel, and inefficient as well, to require them 
to quit working at 65, or to work only at odd jobs, to be 
eligible for Social Security tensions. 
As the law stands, a man over 65 can draw this pension 
only if he makes less than $75 per month at his job. 
Some elderly men tan make large enough salaries so 
they tan afford to pass up the Social Security benefit. For 
the average person, however, the decision is difficult —-it is 
almost as though the government were tempting him to he 
idle when he could be working. 
A retiret! worker with a 
dejiendent wife can draw as high as $127.50 |h»i month from 
Social Security, and even more if he has dejiendent children. 
One viewpoint is that the government should encourage 
J HH) J de to retire at 65, liecause many elderly people will not 
retire at all unless t hey are forced to. 
(loom must In* made for able and ambitious younger 
men, the argument goes, or they will grow frustrated and 
embittered, and American industry will lose some of the 
youthful willingness to experiment that has led to much of 
it* growth and progress. 
European industry, it is J loin ted 
out, is largely in the hands of conservative oldsters who 
won’t modernize either their plants or their methods. 
It doesn’t follow, however, that men over 65 must lie 
cast out completely. 
Some universities require professors 
t*» retire at 65, but permit them to teach half time as long 
a* they are willing and able. 
Quite a few businesses, especially those which have no 
pension |ilans, have similar programs. Although they may 
* ( force a retirement age rigidly, they retain their career 
employees and executives on part-time or advisory work. 
All such people who make a** much a* $75 a month, and 
most would in these times, not only arc* deprived of the 
Social Security pensions they and their employers have !>een 
paying for all these years past, but they must go on {wiving 
Social Security taxes. 
The case for any limit on a pensioner's earnings is a 
weak one, inasmuch as his {tension has lam paid for. The 
$75 maximum obviously is tem low in view of the current 
value of the dollar, and Congress should raise it to a realistic 
figure.
